Real Reason for Leakage of British 
War Secrets Disclosed. 
LONDON, July 31.—-Discussing the con- 
troversy between Mr. Broderick and the

“There is no new phase in Mr. Broder- 
ick’s singular attempt to discipline news- 
papers suspected of obtaining the secrets 
of the war office bv improper means.

OXNARD WANTS SUGAR DUTY. 


To Remove It Would Mean Ruin to 


Beet Sugar Industry. 

NEW YORK, July 31.—Mr. Henry B. Ox- 
nard, president of the American Beet 
Sugar Co., and president also of the Amer- 
ican Beet Sugar Association, who has just 
returned to New York from a tour of his 
company’s holdings in Arkansas valley and 
Nebraska, in an interview, has given an 
interesting account of the beet sugar situ- 
ation in this country.

‘We have under way 28 factories for the 
production of beet sugar and expect to 
build at least ten more this year. My 
company has recently bought 80,000 acres of 
land in the Arkansas valley and expects to 
erect a factory there.

Capital Stock Is $1,200,000, and 
Plants at Mayfield and Louis- 
ville, Ky., Are to Be 
Moved to St. Louis. 


The manufacturing plants of the May- 
field Woolen Mills Clothing Co. of May- 
field, Ky., and Louisville, Ky.., will be 
wepved to St. Louls and combined in one 
great plant. 

The company has secured an option on 
the entire block of ground between Twen- 
tleth and Twenty-first streets and Wash- 
ington and Lucas avenues, and its plan is 
to erect an eight-story building there tv 
be used as both factory and storeroom. 

The estimated cost of the structure 
over $500,000. 

Architects already are working on the 
plans and, as soon as their work shall have 
been completed, the contracts will be let. 

The big plant will have a frontage of 376 
feet on Washington avenue, and will em- 
ploy 2,000 men. Its capacity will be 5,000 
garments a day. 

This will be the only plant In the world 
making both cloth and garments. 


Business Has 
Grown Rapidly. 

The original corporate title of the com- 
pany was the Mayfield Woolen Mills, this 
being adopted at the organization in 1866 
in Mayfield, Ky. The business of the con- 
cern expanded so rapidly that another fac- 
tory was erected at Louisville. 

The company established a_ storeroom 
in St. Louis and this resulted in such an 
increase in its patronage that it was de- 
cided recently to move both factories to St. 
Louls. . 

A meeting of the stockholders was held 
May 18, and it voted to increase the capital 
Stock to $1,200,000 and to change the name 
to the Mayfield Woolen Mills Ciothing Co.
